COUNTY WON'T ACCEPT ANYMORE ROADS 


Coffee County Commission revises referendum 


Meeting in regular session Mon- 
day, February 12, the Coffee 
County Commission conducted a 
rather routine meeting as compared 
to meeting in the past. 

All commissioners were present 
with the exception of Mr. Sid Ave- 
rett. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton advised the commission that 
the proposed bill raising court costs 
had been revised by the local legis- 
lators, Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley and Senator Crum Foshee. 

The small claims court cost has 
been exempted from the additional 
$35 charge in the revised bill. This 
will result in approximately 
$48,000 per year less estimated rev- 
enue to be generated by the passage 
of this bill by the people. 

A copy of the revised bill can be 
found in the legal section of this 
newspaper. 

Chairman Eagerton stated to the 
commissioners that, as he under- 
stopd it, both bills would be intro- 
duced to the legislature, but the 
first bill will be vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor upon passage and only the re- 
vised bill will be presented to the 
people of Coffee County for con- 
sideration in June. 

Mr. Charles Hines appeared be- 
fore the commission requesting that 
the county highway department as- 
sume the maintenance of the road 
running past his residence. 

The road referred to is known as 
the Old Clintonville "Switch Road" 
north of New Brockton in the Clin- 
tonville Community. 

County Engineer Mark Pool told 
the commission that to his knowl- 
edge, the county had never main- 
tained the road; however, Mr. 
Hines stated that the county had 
graded the road in the past. 

Pool told the commissioners, 
"We can't accept every dirt road in 
the county for maintenance by the 
highway department - we don't 
have the funds. Somebody has got 
to draw the line!” 

Hines said, "I don't want the 
road graded everytime it rains, just 
pull the ditches." 

Pool responded by saying, "The 
county cannot except partial main- 
tenance of a road. Either we do or 
we do not accept full responsibility 
for road maintenance." 

Commissioner Jim Dubose said, 
"What's important is not what has 
been done ‘in the past, but what is 
right and should be done today. If 
the road in question is a county 
road - then we shouki maintain it, if 
it is not - then we should not. I'm 
not in favor of the county accepting 
any more roads for maintenance at 
this time." 

Eagerton told the commission 
that he had told two other county 
residents that the county was not 
accepting any more roads for 
county maintenance; therefore, he 
could not recommend the accepting 
of this road. 

»  Afteréfurther discussion, it was 


still not clear as to whether or not 
the road had ever been worked by 


the county, but no action was taken 
by the commission to accept the 
road for maintenance. 

A suggestion by Commissioner 
Bill Faulk to the commission was 
that the highway department work 
with Mr. Hines in solving the road 
problem in front of his home. They 
all agreed to do that and instructed 
County Engineer Pool accordingly. 

Mark Pool introduced State Sen- 
ator Charles Bishop to the commis- 
sioners, 

Senator Bishop is a candidate 
for Governor of the Sate of Ala- 
bama. 

While addressing the commis- 
sion, Senator Bishop stated that he 
felt taxes would sooner or later be- 
come a topic of discussion during 
the campaign for governor. 

Tax reform or equalization is 
certainly going to be faced by the 
future governor and legislature. If 
proper funding for roads, bridges, 
jails, etc., is to be obtained, taxes 
will have to be increased. 

Senator Bishop expressed his 
desire that the power to govern be 
retumed to the local level. He stat- 
ed that he was in favor of "limited" 
home rule. 

People who are realizing the 
most out of Alabama's resources, 
the Senator felt, should certainly 
pay taxes in proportion to that 
which is realized. 

Bottom line, every individual or 
group of individuals should pay 
their fair share of the taxes. 

The Senator thanked the com- 
mission for their attention and dis- 
missed himself. 

Chairman Eagerton brought to 
the commission's attention that a 
new consent decree needs to be pre- 
sented to the federal court before a 
court date is set in the law suit in- 
volving the county jail. 

The commission expressed con- 
cern about the deadlines set forth in 
the decree and the ability to meet 
them. Also, the concem of commit- 


ting to the decree without knowing 
how the new jail will be funded. 

Chairman Eagerton reminded 
the commissioners that they were 
committed to building the jail 
whether it is to be funded from the 
county's general fund, from the 
half-cent sales tax, which is on ap- 
peal, or from the proposed increase 
of court cost which will be voted 
on by the people. 

After auch discussion, the com- 
missioners instructed Eagerton to 
get as much time as possible from 
the court and to return the consent 
decree to the commission for ap- 
proval before its formal presenta- 
tion to the court. 

The commissioners were very 
complimentary of the First Annual 
Home, Farm & Garden Show held 
at the Coffee County Farm Center 
in New Brockton Saturday and 
Sunday afternoon. 

Eagerton said that the county ex- 
tension service and the sponsors of 
the event did an outstanding job in 
organizing the show and carrying it 
out. 

The exhibitors were very 
pleased with the public's response 
and are looking forward to next 
year's show. 

Other matters discussed by the 
commission included the follow- 
ing: 

***Awarded the bid for pipe to 
Choctaw of Memphis, TN., in the 
amount of $13,827.41. 

*** Approved the millege rates on 
the Advalorem Tax as follows: 7 
mils to the General Fund, 3.5 mils 
to the Road & Bridge Fund and 5 
mils to the Coffee County Schools. 
***County Engineer Pool told the 
commissioners that a set of regula- 
tions pertaining to the preparations 
of roads in sub-divisions should be 
adopted by the commission. The 
commissioners instructed Pool to 
check with surrounding counties on 
their policy in this matter and re- 
turn to the commission with his rec- 
ommendation. 

*** Agreed to allow Mrs, Suzanne

Robert DeWayne Bradshaw, a 
21 year-old white male, has been 
charged with Ist degree rape and is 
presently free on a $15,000 Bond. 


David Wayne Bradley, a 24 
year-old white male is Galgmged w ith 


Ist degree sexual abuse and is be- 
ing held in the Coffee County jail. 
Bail has been set at $25,000. 
Investigator Byrd stated that an- 
other arrest is pending. 
The Alabama Department of Fo- 
rensic Science and the Coffee 


County District Attorney's office 
are assisting the Elba Police in the 
investigation.

on band majorette question 


The Elba School Board meeting 
opened last Thursday with Keith 
Lewis addressing the board con- 
cerning complaints about the band 
program. 

More specifically he discussed 
concerns over the decision of band 
director Alan Armstrong to change 
the majorette line into a dance line. 

Lewis began his presentation by 
giving each Board member copies 
of petitions signed by citizens who 
wanted the traditional majorettes 
marching with the band. He esti- 
mated there were 1600 names on 
the pages. 

Mr Lewis said he had personally 
had only four people refuse to sign 
the petition. “Two were teachers 
and didn't want to be involved and I 
understand,” Lewis said. “Thereaf- 
ter I didn't ask any more teachers”. 
He continued with, “Two others 
had connections with the band and 
didn't want to be involved and we 
understand that also.” 

Mr. Lewis said he just wanted 
the board members to review the 
petitions and documentation he 
gave them disputing Mr. Arm- 
strong's reasons for making the 
change. 


Stokes to use the main courtroom 
in the Elba Courthouse for an Eagle 
Scout Ceremony on Monday night, 
March 26.

A section line cannot be used as a 
boundary - it has to be a road, 
street, river or creek. This has to be 
done within the next two weeks. 


Superintendent Lamar Foley 
said, “ It isthe responsibility of the 
professional person hired for that 
position to make such decisions 
and not the board nor the admin- 
stration.”

Board member Dr. Billy Farris 
noted the board doesn't get in- 
volved in telling the football coach 
who he should play nor the forma- 
tions he should use. “We shouldn't 
get involved with making such 
band decisions,” Farris said, “If we 
do, we don't need the superinten- 
dent and maybe not even a band di- 
rector.” Board members promised to 
review the information but urged 
the majorette parents present to at- 
tempt to work out the problem with 
the band director. 

The Board voted to spend $1700 
to put up a new fence on the base- 
ball field at Legion Field. The high 
school team plays all it's home 
games there and the field didn't 
meet regulations. The city will ad- 
sorb the cost of moving the light 
poles and redoing the field. 

Bobby Gulley was hired as a full 


time janitor for the high school. 

Five field trips were approved, 
including a trip to Westville, GA., 
two trips to the Dothan Civic Cen- 
ter to see plays in February and in 
April, a trip to’ Montgomery to 
view “Dinosaurs Alive” and a FHA 
trip to ESJC. 

The board reviewed copies of a 
letter received from a parent who 


wished to have a child bussed to 
Zion Chapel instead of the Elba 
school. The parent felt that they 
lived in the county and not in the 
city, therefore should be able to go 
to the county school. After discuss- 
ing the county-wide school district 
policy, the board instructed the Su- 
perintendent to answer the request. 

Foley recommended the family 
be told that the bus districts are set 
and the Elba school system will 
honor them. He said any other posi- 
tion by the school «ould destroy a 
system that is working well for all 
three school systems. He explained 
that students can still attend an al- 
temmate school but the busses can't 
pick up students outside a designat- 
ed district. 

The adminstration is looking at 
the possibility of using the Mulber- 
ry gym for a bus repair shop. Dor- 
sey Trailers has used it several 
years for special projects but no 
ionger needs the facility. The board 
agreed with the idea. 


Sanders found "guilty" 


A jury composed of seven wom- 
en and five men found James Ran- 
dal Sanders guilty of first-degree 
robbery Wednesday night, Febru- 
ary 7. 
After hearing three days of testi- 
mony, the jury convicted Sanders 
of robbing Jack Herbert, Deputy 
Sheriff of Coffee County, of his 
side arm and driving away in his 
patrol car on June 27, 1987. 

Deputy Herbert was taking 
Sanders to the sheriff's office in 
Elba for quetioning when he, Sand- 
ers, pulled a gun and fired into the 
dash of the patrol car. 

Sander then forced Herbert to 
drive down a dirt road where he 
forced him out of the car and drove 
away taking with him Herberts 
wapon, 

The patrol car was later found 
by officers taking part in a search 
for Sanders.

Elba W & E Board reviews audit 


It was business as usual for the 
Elba Water and Electric Board 
Monday evening. They paid the 
bills, reviewed the unpaid utility 
bills and heard a good report from 
the auditor. 

The group did approved the ex- 
tension of a six inch water line 
from the Kinston Highway to the 
site of the expansion of Kelly Pack- 
ing Company on Packing House 
Road. 

Dennis Coleman of the water de- 
partment told board members that it 
would take a pressure pump and a 
six inch main to furnish the water 
requested. This project will also in- 
clude fire plugs for any future 
building along the route. 

The Board accepted a proposal 
from the Alabama Municipal Insu- 
rance Corporation to issue all liabil- 
ity and damage repair insurance for 
the utility. This is in conjunction 
with the City of Elba. The cost of 
$74,312 for both the City and the 
utility will be split 50-50. It in- 
cludes insurance on all buildings, 
vehicles and other equipment, 
workman's comp and on liability. 
Elba has been self-insuring on the 
liability for several years because 
of high cost and at times unavaila- 
bility. 

Mr. Winston Brunson addressed 
the board members with a report on 
the annual audit. He noted the 
books were in good order and later 
added the utility had “exceptional 
control of income" with the system 
of collecting utility bills which has 
been used for several years. 

Brunson noted that assets of the 


utility were up and liabilities down. 
Revenue for the water department 
was up, as was that of the electric 
department. Salaries were up about 
$2,000 or less than 1/2%. Mainte- 
nance was down $10,000, and pur- 
chase of small tools was down 
about $2,000. 

Income for the utility showed an 
increase over last year, but as usual 
most was transferred to the City for 
normal operations of the city gov- 
ernment. 

A quick look at the bad debts list 


ping after 3-1/2 hours of delibera- 
tion, a mistrial was was declared. 

The district attorney's office will 
decide at a later date as to whether 
or not to retry Sanders on the kid- 
napping charge. 

Bruce Devane of the Coffee 
County District Attorny's Office 
sated that a life sentence will be 
sought becaue Sanders has several 
previous felony onvictions. 

A sentencing hearing on the rob- 
bery conviction was set for 9:00 
a.m, March 13 in the Elba Court- 
house by Circuit Judge Riley 
Green. 

Sanders was arrested in Galves- 
ton, Texas, by FBI agents a little 
more than a year ago on a federal 
fugitive warrant, He was returned 
to the State of Georgia where he is 
charged with the robbery of a Jewry 
store in Columbus. 

Sanders was returned to the Dale 
County Jail where he is being held 
until the sentencing date.

The tendency these days is to 
downplay the church. I've heard it 
said, "The church turns me off." Of 
course, I know what is meant. Usu- 
ally, if not always, the one who 
says that is referring to organized 
religion. He is thinking about eccle- 
siastical structure. The problem is 
most people do not know the dif- 
ference in religion and Christianity. 
A lot of people are religious but 
never have had the experience of 
their sins being forgiven.

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Lord's promise, they became “wit- 
ness". (Acts 1:8) to Him. The 
preaching of the Word on the Day 


of Pentecost resulted in conviction 
of sin. (You don't get that with re- 
ligion). Men and women believed 
on the Lord Jesus and followed 
Him. That is what you get with real 
Christianity. 

Acts 2:47 declares "And the 
Lord added to the church daily such 
as should be saved." What kind of 
people did the Lord add to the 
church, and what kind does He add 
today? An inebriated man walked 
up to D. L Moody and between his 
hiccup said, "Mr. Moody, I am a 
convert of yours." Moddy replied, 
"I am sure you are; you're not one 
of the Lord's." 

You may tie ali the dead limbs 
you want on a tree. But they will 
only encumber and disfigure the 
tree; they will not bear fruit. You 
may have your name added to the 
church roll; you may proudly as- 
sert, "I am a member of such-and- 
such a church.” But until you have 
life in Christ Jesus, you can never 
produce fruit that is pleasing to 
God. Those who the Lord added to 
the church following Pentecost 
were those "that gladly received 
His Word.” 

The record of Acts is that the 


Lord added to the church "daily". 
This suggests to me that those early 
belivers were consistent and persis- 
tent in their daily witness for 
Christ. The daily proclamation of 
theWord by individual belivers is 
far more efeective than any annual 
campaign or a revival meeting. 
This is the way sinners hear the 
gospel, believe it, are saved, and 
are added to Christ to His church. 

The real believer (Christian) will 
turn men to Christ. who gives Life 
to all who will accept it (John 
14:6). Religion is not what people 
need. That is what turns people 
"off". They need Jesus! The real 
Visible church is alive! The real be- 
liever is a part of the real church 
and people are looking for life.

Relating to Coffee County, to assess 
additional court costs in certain civil, 
criminal or quasi-criminal proceedings 
in municipal, district and circuit courts 
of Coffee County; to provide that such 
costs shall, upon collection, be distrib- 
uted to the county for deposit in a spe- 
cial fund designated as the "Jail Fund"; 
to provide that all monies deposited in 
the fund shall be expended by the 
county for the construction, financing 
and operation of a new county jail’ to 
provide for the termination of such 
costs; and to provide for a referendum 
for approval by 2 majority of the voters 
before the act mes effective. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLA- 
TURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. In addition to any and all 
court costs now or hereafter authorized 
to be collected, there shall be assessed 
an additional court cost of thirty-five 
dollars ($35.00) in all civil cases filed 
in the circuit court of Coffee County 
and in district court the sum of thirty- 
five dollars ($35.00) excluding cases 
filed in small claims court. There shall 
also be an additional court cost of thir- 
ty-five dollars ($35.00) in all criminal 
and quasi-criminal cases brought in the 
municipal, district or circuit courts of 
Coffee County. 

Section 2. All costs assessed pursuit 
ant to this act shall be collected by the 
court clerk as other court costs are col- 
lected and distributed to the county for 
deposit in a special fund designated as 
the Jail fund. All monies paid into the 
Jail Fund shall be expended by the 
county exclusively for the payment of 
the cost of construction, financing, 
planning, equipping and operating a 
new county jail. 

Section 3. Municipalities within 
Coffee County shall have access to and 
shall have authority to use the new 
county jail for municipal prisoners dur- 
ing the period of time the additional 
costs authorized by this act are being 
collected. It is further understood that 
the municipalities choosing to use this 
new county jail shall pay for the costs 
of feeding said prisoners and for any 
medical costs incurred by said prison- 
ers thal are not the result of injury or 
negligence on the part of Coffee 
County. In addition, any person con- 
victed of the offense of selling and/or 
trafficking a controlled substance shall 
be taxed five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
upon said conviction, said five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) tax to be paid to the 
Jail Fund, said monies to be used for 
the payment of the cost of construction, 
financing, planning, equipping and op- 
erating a new county jail. These costs 
shall ‘be taxed upon said conviction as 
additional court costs. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act 
shall become operative only if ap- 
proved by a majority of the electors of 
Coffee County voting in a referendum 
to be held at a time to be designated by 
the county commission. The county 
commission of Coffee county shall or 
der and provide for the holding of the 
referendum. On the ballots to be used at 
the election, the question shall! be sub- 
stantially as follows: 

"Do you favor the increase of court 
costs in the circuit, district and munici- 
pal courts of Coffee county to enable 
the construction and operation of,a new 
county jail as provided in the local law 
enacted during the 1990 Regular Ses- 
sion?

If the majority of the votes cast in 
the referendum are "Yes," the provi- 
sions of this act shall become operative 
sixty (60) days after the results of the 
election have been certified by the pro- 
bate judge of Coffee County. If the ma- 
jority of the votes cast in the election 
are "No," this act shall have no further 
effect. The probate judge of Coffee 
County shall certify the results of the 
referendum to the secretary of state and 
to the administrative director of courts 
immediately after the returns have been 
certified. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act 
shall terminate at 5:00 p.m. on the 30th 
day of September, twenty (20) years af- 
ter this act becomes effective. 

Section 6. All laws or patts of laws 
which conflict with this act are’ hereby 
repealed.

SYNOPSIS: This bill, applicable 
only to Coffee County, provides for the 
assessment and collection of additional 
court costs for the construction, financ- 
ing or operation of a new county jail. 


ABILL TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT : 

To access additional court costs in 
civil, criminal or quasi-criminal pro- 
ceedings in municipal, district and cir- 
cuit courts of Coffee County; to pro- 
vide that such costs shall, upon 
collection, be distributed to the county 
for deposit in a special fund designated 
as the “Jail Fund”; to provide that all 
monies deposited in the fund shall be 
expended by the county for the con- 
struction, financing and operation of 
new county jail; to provide for the ter- 
mination of such cost; and to provide 
for a referendum for approval by a ma- 
jority of the voters before the Act be- 
comes effective. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. In addition to any and all 
court costs now or hereafter authorized 
to be collected, there shall be assessed 
an additional court cost of Thirty-Five 
dollars ($35.00) in all civil cases filed 
in the Circuit Court of Coffee County 
and in District Court the sum of Thirty- 
Five Dollars ($35.00) additional in all 
cases above the amount of One Thou- 
sand Dollars ($1,000./00). Small claims 
or cases below One Thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) court costs shall remain the 
same with the exception that upon con- 
clusion of the case, the loser of the case 
shall pay an additional Thirty-Five Dol- 
lars ($35.00) court costs and this is to 
be taxes as court costs, Cowrt costs are 
to be collected as a priority item before 
any other monies are disbursed in these 
small claims cases. There shall also be 
an additional court costs of Thirty-Five 
Dollars ($35.00) in all criminal and 
quasi-criminal cases brought in the mu- 
nicipal, district or circuit courts of Cof- 
fee County. 

Section 2. All costs assessed pursu- 
ant to this Act shall be collected by the 
court clerk as other court costs are col- 
lected and distributed to the county for 
deposit in a special fund designated as 
the Jail Fund. All monies paid into the 
Jail Fund shall be expended by the 
county exclusively for the payment of 
the cost of construction, financing, 
planning, equipping and operating a 
new county iail. 

Section 3. Municipalities within 
Coffee County shall have access to and 
shall have authority to use the new 
county jail for municipal prisoners dur- 
ing the period of time the additional 


costs authorized by this Act are being 
collected. It is further understood that 
the municipalities choosing to use this 
new county jail shall pay for the costs 
of feeding said prisoners and for any 
medical costs incurred by said prison- 
ers that are not the resuli of injury or 
negligence on the part of Coffee 
county. In addition, any person convict- 
ed of the offense of selling and/or traf- 
ficking a centrolled substance shall be 
taxed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) 
upon said conviction, said Five Hun- 
dred Dollars ($500.00) tax to be paid to 
the Jail fund, said monies to be used for 
the payment of the cost of construction, 
financing, planning, equipping and op- 
erating a new county jail. This cost 
shall be taxed upon said conviction as 
additional court costs. 

Section4. The provisions of this Act 
shall become operative only if ap- 
proved by a majority of the electors of 
Coffee County voting in a referendum 
to be held at a time to be designated by 
the county commiss.on. The Gs 
governing body of Coffee County s 
order and provide for the holding of the 
referendum.

If the majority of the votes cast in 
the referendum are ‘Yes’, the provi- 
sions of this Act shall become operative 
Sixty (60) days after the results of Me 
election have been certified by the Pro- 
bate Judge of Coffee County. If the ma- 
jority of the votes cast in the election 
aré “No”, this Act shall have no further 
effect. The Probate Judge of Coffee 
County shall certify the results of the 
referendum to the Secre of State 
and to the Administrative Director of 
courts immediately after the returns 
have been certified. 

Section 5. The provisions of this 
Act shall terminate at 5:00 P.M. on the 
30th day of September, Twenty (20) 
years after this Act becomes effective. 

Section 6. All laws or parts of laws 
which conflict with this Act are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act 
are severable. If afly part of the Act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not effect the part 
which remains. 

Section 8. This Act shall become ef- 
fective Sixty (60) days after its passage 
and speroval by a majority of electors 
of Coffee County voting in a referen- 
dum election held in accordance with 
Section 4 of this Act and certification 
of the election results by the Probate 
Judge of Coffee County.

sands of American young men who 
went off to war in 1943 to defend 
his country. They fought for their 
lives in places most had never 
heard of before being dispatched 
there with a rifle, full load of am 
munition and a few cans of food 
commonly called “C rations” 

There were many times dunng 
the battles when the the soldiers 
sll didn't know exactly where they 
were fighting. It was clear to them 
however that they were in a hostile 
land occupied by hostile people 
who were dedicated to killing 
American soldicrs 

In 1944 Gibbs found himsclf in 
the heat of battle on a group of ts- 
lands in the South Pacific. An in- 
fantryman in the U. S. Army, he 
spent 37 days in the row “fighting 
like hell’ in the front lines as the 
Americans battled for control of 


of those small islands. The 
small dots on a map were used as 
stepping stones for the Americans 


marching closer and closer to the 


lapancse mainland. 
Hibbs remembers there 


were 
3406 troops who went ashore in the 
assault on that particular island. 
Only 1650 men were lucky enough 
to walk off alive when it was over. 
Over half didn't make it. Douglas 
Gibbs was one of the lucky ones. 
His hands still unconsciously go 
to his head as he describes the mor- 
tars exploding all around him and 
the pieces bouncing off his sicel 
helmet during the prolonged battle. 
Mir. Gibbs received a Bronze 
Star nomination for his heroics dur- 
ing those 37 days of fighting but 
the award was many years in com- 
ing. He will be presented his medal 
in Cartlage, Tennessee on March 2, 
1990 if he can make the long trip.

RECREATION DEPARTMENT REPORT HEARD BY COUNCIL 


Elba City Council accept airport proposal 


The agenda for the Elba City 
Council was rather short, but the 
meeting turned out to be a lengthy 
one 

A discussion centered around 
the improvement of the Elba airport 
took ‘up a majority-of the meeting 
ume, 

Councilman Bill Brunson _ pre- 
sented a one year proposal from 
Mr. Bill Polley. He offered to as- 
sume the responsibility for the gen- 
eral upkeep and maintenance of the 
Elba airport. In return for these ser- 
vices, Mr. Polley asked that the city 
provide free utility service to the 
city owned property at the airport. 
This would include garbage pick- 
up. 

In addition to the above, Mr. 
Polley would be available to per- 
sons using the facilities at the air- 
port seven days a weck and also, 
monitor radio local radio traffic in 
and around the airport via of the 
airport communication system, 

Some of the other services men- 
tioned were phone service, courtesy 
car service to transits, full flight in- 
struction and aircraft maintenance. 

Mr. Polley proposed that if the 
city would provide the fucl, he 
would administer it at no cost to the 
city. 

Mr. Jim Driscoll, chairman of 
the airport advisory committee, ap- 
peared before the council and on 
behalf of the committee supported 
the proposal made to the city by 
Mr. Polley. 

Upon the recommendation ol 
Mr, Driscoll, the city agreed to pur- 


ed in the storm. 


chase the first load, 2,000 to 3,000 
gallons, of aviation fucl for the air- 
port. The profits obtained from the 
sales are to be placed in a special 
uirport fund and be used toward fu- 
ture purchases. Eventually the air- 
port will have funds to be. sclf- 
supporting. 

Driscoll stated that of the three 
fuel tanks at the airport, only one 
8,000 gallon capacity tank is up to 
standard to accept fuel. It should be 
good for approximately two more 
years before the Environmental 
Protection Agency will require its 
removal. Two of the tanks have to 
be removed immediately. 

Gulf Oil Products have tenta- 
lively agreed to sell the fucl to the 
city at a cost of $1.12 per gallon. 
Driscoll suggest that the city sell 
the fuel for $1.50 or $1.55 per gal- 
lon. Also, Gulf will inspect the fuel 
tanks free of charge prior to deliv- 
ering the fucl. 

After hearing several other sug- 
gestion from Mr. Driscoll on ways 
to promote the Elba airport, the city 
fathers voted to accept the Polley 
Proposal with the stipulation that 
anytime during the year, the mayor 
could review the progress and nulli- 
fy the agreement if it becomes eco- 
nomically unsound from the city's 
standpoint. 

Mr. Driscoll informed the coun- 
cil of several other ideas for im- 
proving the airport being consid- 
ered by the committee and that 
these could be discussed at a later 
date as they materialized. 

The possibility of an "Airport 
Appreciation Day” to be held in 
May is being talked about by the 
commitice. 

Driscoll reminded the council 
that all the improvements made to- 
ward upgrading the airport can pos- 
sibly aid in the city receiving funds 
through federal grants for future 
improvements. 

The council expressed to Mr. 
Driscoll its appreciation for the 
work the committee has been doing 
toward upgrading the Elba airport 
and pledged their continued sup- 
port. 


Troy man arrested 
in Elba rape case 


Arrested Wednesday evening at 
a residence on Smith Avenue in 
Elba was Ricky Terwil Goodwin, 
20 years old, of 207 Kicta Street, 
Troy, Alabama. 

Goodwin was charged with Ist. 
degree rape and Ist. degree sodomy 
in connection with the alleged rape 
of a twenty-two year old Elba 
woman on Friday night, February 
9. 

He is currently being held in the 
Coffee County jail bail set at 
$15,000 per charge. 

Also charged in the case are 
Rober’ DeWayne Bradshaw, age 
21, and David Wayne Bradley, age 
24, both of Elba. They have been 
released from jail after posting 
$15,000 and $25,000 bonds respec- 
lively. 


Elba Recreational _ Director 
Ricky Mularz gave the city council 
an indepth report of the work being 
carried out by the city's recreation 
department. 

The following is, in brief form, 
Mularz's report: 

*The city's six parks are in good 
shape. 

*The baseball ficld at American 
Legion Park is being enlarged to 
meet minimum standards set forth 
by the Alabama High School Asso- 
clauion. 

*Applied for $1,000 grant from 
the U. S. Tennis Association to be 
used to pay for tennis instructors. 

*Domino's Pizza will furnish 
tennis balls to be used in city 
league play, also they will buy tour- 
nament trophies and furnish tee- 
shirts for participates. 

*City pools are scheduled for 
opening on weekends in May, 

*Mularz reporied that the city’s 
two youth basketball leagues are in 
action at present and is a successful 
program. 

*Softball is scheduled for a May 
start and girls, women and men 
leagues will be organized, 

*The boy's baseball league will 
be composed of five leagues and 
hopefully will be setup in such a 
manner as lo cneourage more 
young boys to participate in the 
program. 

In summing up, Malarz stated 
that the past four months had been 
busy since he came onboard. He 
was very appreciative of the coop- 
eration that he had received from 
the mayor's office and other city 
department heads. 

Mularz said that vandalism to 
recreation facilities was his biggest 
problem. He asked that the news 
media stress to the citizens of Elba

AND CERTAINLY THEY 
DON'T DESTROY THEIR 
OWN PROPERTY! 

Councilman Waylon Sharpless 
asked Mr, Mularz's cooperation in 
scheduling the activities involving 
the youth that start before school is 
dismissed for, the summer. This 


sometimes causes conflicts in their 
study habits and creates problems 
in their school work. Mr. Mularz 
said that he would certainly give 
this matter his attention and do the 
best that he could. 

The councilmen thanked Mularz 
for his report and asked that he 
keep up the good work. 

Other items of business attended 
to by the council were as follows: 
***The police department, accord- 
ing to Chief Freddie Hanchey, in- 
vestigated 185 complaints since the 
last council meeting (2 weeks). 
***Paid the bills which totalled 
$19,196.86. Mayor Moore stated 
that this was the highest the bills 
had been in 1-1/2 years.He attribut- 
ed this to the ongoing project at the 
old city pool, the Putnam Street 
washout, street sweeper mainic- 
nance and the pest control annual 
contract renewal. 
***Councilwoman Gladys Yelver- 
ton, on the behalf of Southeast Ma- 
sonic Lodge 506 in Enterprise, pre- 
sented a check for $100 to Mrs. 
Carolyn Stokes, director of senior 
citizens’ activities in Elba, to be 
used in the senior citizens program, 
***The council joined Mrs. Yelver- 
ton in going on public record cn- 
couraging the youth of the cily to 
take advantage of the GED prepara- 
lion program. This program is for 
those who did not graduaie from 
high school and the only cost to the 

individual is the fee for administer- 
ing the exam. 

*** Councilman Brunson was asked 
to continue to attend the mectings 
concerning the organization of a 
Regional Economic Development 
Committee. This started out to be 
county wide, but the possibility of 
broadening the area is now being 
considered. 

***The council agreed to take an- 
other look at the possibility of pro- 
viding city sewage service lo a 
home presently being constructed 
on Highway 84W by Stuart Banes. 
A cost of sixty dollars a foot has 
been given to the city for boring 
under the highway - a tench for 
laying the pipe cannot be dug 
across a federal highway.

Ziglar petitions the Court 


On the February 13, Court Ap- 
pointed Attorney Jackson W. 
Stokes petitioned the Court on the 
béhalf of Mr. Owen Ziglar. 

Ziglar wa’s arrested and charged 
with the murder of Edward Lamar 
Kelley on the night of January 30, 
1990, He is presenuy being held in 
the Coffee County Jail. 

Stokes has asked the Court to or- 
der a psychiatric examination of 
Mr. /oviar to determine his compe- 
tency both at the time of the alleged 
offense of murder and at the 
present time. 

If the Court granis the petition, 
Mi. Ziglar will be transported to 
Taylor Hardin Secure Medical Fa- 

lity in- Tuscaloosa, Alabama 


where he will remain until he is ex- 
amined psychiatrist to determine 
his competency, both now and 
when the alleged offense took 
place. 

It was stated in the petition to 
the Court that Ziglar has a history 
of mental problems and said history 
includes the time” surrounding the 
alleged offense in the present case. 

“After the examination, the de- 
fendant.(Ziglar) will either be re- 
turned to the Coffee County Jail 
and resume the criminal proceeding 
or otherwise be discharged. 

No bail has been requested by 
Mr. Ziglar or his attorney and none 
has been set by the Court at this 
time.
